Through radio Lahti can keep in 
touch with his fuel oil delivery 
trucks at all times, directing them 
wherever the need is most urgent 

"There have been times when we 
needed to get in touch with the 
trucks and they were 'making de- 
liveries where there was no tele- 
phone," said Lahti. "Now we don't 
need to worry about this situation." 

Lahti, who handles Shell oil, 
said that normally he is able to es- 
timate needs in his filler accounts, 
but that perhaps because of a faul- 
ty burner more oil is consumed 
than necessary and an emergency 
refill sometimes is needed. 

"By rerouting our trucks we can 
dispatch the nearest truck to the 
place in need and the fire need be 
out but a few minutes," Lahti ex- 
plained.

Cut Taxes — But Spend More Money! 

In a report to constituents, a Congresswoman 
from Oregon says: "The proposed Federal Budget 
for 195G has brought a flood of letters to my office. 
Almost without exception, the letters urge cuts . . . 
Some letters . . . urge me to vote to repeal the income 
tax and to cut the Budget — and also to vote for a 
pension to every citizen over 65." 

This is simply an extreme example of a widely- 
held public attitude — that economy should be con- 
fined to "the other fellow:" So long as it prcvails t 
we will have grossly swollen budgets, confiscatory 
taxation, and we will face the spectre of more in- 
flation. 

. Toward a Free Agriculture 

If any material cuts in government spending are 
to be made, and if there is to be any hope of even- 
tual lowering of taxes within a balanced budget, 
every category of appropriation must be pared. The 
only exceptions are the fixed costs, such as interest, 
and basic national defense requirements. 

This means that the burden of agricultural sub- 
sidies must be reduced- Farmer's can't hope or 
expect to be immune from the effects of a demand 
fof economy that is gaining momentum throughout 
the nation. 

If that happens, and if agriculture moves to- 
ward becoming a free enterprise in a supply-and- 
demand economy, the good results will not be limited 
to money saving. The principal benefits will be 
found in greater liberty and freedom of action for 
the farmer — both of which are severely and danger- 
ously limited when government pays the bills and 
calls the tune. 

Over the years, the producers of non-supported 
crops have actually had the happiest experience. 
Livestock, which moves in «i free market^ is a fine 
example. These producers, of course, have' had many 
probelms to face, and they've seen bad times along 
with the good. But their products have gone into 
consumption, not into storage. They can make their 
own plans and regulate their own destinies without 
following a rule-book written by bureaucrats. They 
have a day-in, day-out cash market" always avail- 
able, and it is a free and fair market, without arbi- 
trary, man-made controls. 

The livestock producers have always opposed sub- 
sidies and government domination. They prize free- 
dom and independence. And livestock is, by far t the 
biggest source of cash to the American farmer. 

A Record Tax Payment 

Today almost everyone seems to be thinking 
about taxes — federal, state, local. So a news item 
from California takes on a big significance. 

A gas and electric company there has made final 



payments on its 1956-57 local property tax bills. 
These added up to more than $50 million — the larg- 
est payments of Its kind ever made In the state. 
This same company's total taxes for 1056 reached a 
new high record of just under $126 million. 

Finally, the item stales that taxes continue as 
the company's largest single item of expense, ab- 
sorbing 25.3 cents of each dollar of revenue received 
from all sources. 

What is true of this California utility Is true 
in every section of the country. The dollar figures 
vary greatly, of course — but in each case utilities are 
among the biggest and most dependable taxpayers. 

So here's the point. Think what would hap- 
pen if the sociallzcrs had their way, and the power 
Industry was taken over by government on a tax- 
free, tax-subsidized basis. Then the taxes we all pay 
would rise again.

"A Hitler Tactic" 

Opponents of right-to- work laws (which simply 
say that a man can join a union if he wants to and 
can refrain from joining if that is what he wants i 
and that in cither case he can work at his job free 
from coercion by union official or employer) argue 
that they arc anti-labor, and that those who advo- 
cate them are trying to undermine the Ipbor move- 
ment. 

In this connection, a remark by Senator Gold- 
water is opt. He recalled that the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who was one of the greatest 
friends of labor ever to occupy the White House, 
stated his absolute opposition to the requirement 
that a man must join a union, and characterized it 
as "a Hitler tactic." 

And that is precisely what it is.

«p Rebuttal From an Authority 

The distinguished physicist, Edward Teller, 
issued a warning that this nation must take steps to 
prepare itself for survival in the event of a nuclear 
war. In the course of his remarks he said that prin- 
cipal reliance should be placed on highway transpor- 
tation, on the grounds that "our system of railroads 
is likely to be completely knocked out, at least for 
the moment." 

Dr. Teller's view was reported in Time magazine. 
It brought a letter of rebuttal from one of Amer- 
ica's most distinguished soldiers, and a man who has 
had unsurpassed experience with transportation 
under war conditions — General James A. Van Fleet 
U. S. A. (ret.). General Van Fleet stated: "From 
experience as a combat commander in Europe dur- 
ing World War II and more recently in Korea, it is 
my firm conviction that our system of railroads is 
not likely to be completely knocked out by a nuclear 
attack, even for a moment. It is a matter of record 
that at Hiroshima and Nagasaki railroad-type struc- 
tures stood up among the best, while at Hiroshima 
regular railroad service was resumed within 18 
hours after the first atomic bomb was dropped." 

The railroads have been the backbone of supply 
and transportation in war after war. They have 
greater capacity than any other kind of carrier. 
Damage can be sufficiently repaired to permit re- 
sumption of traffic in an incredibly short period of 
time. If war ever comes again, the odds are long 
that railroads will continue to be that backbone, and 
that both the military and civilians will lean heavily 
upon them for essential service.

Hearing Aid Must Be 
Properly Fitted 

CHICAGO— Just buying a hear- 
ing aid is not enough, hearing spe- 
cialists report. A denf person must 
make sure that it is properly fitted 
and that he learns how to use it 
correctly. 

Training In the proper use of a 
hearing aid can greatly increase 
Its value. For instance, one patient 
with nerve clearness improved her 
discrimination ability from 58 per 
cent to 89 per cent with 20 hours 
of formal training. 

However, many patients not only 
fail to receive proper instruction 
in the use of their aids, but they 
also don't even bother to make 
sure their aids fit properly. They 
frequently fail to follow their due- 
tor's advice to go to their hearing 
aid dealer for correction, and to 
return for rctcsting to sec whether 
the changes resulted in improve- 
ment. 



Early Marine Life 
On Santa Carolina 

LOS ANGELES— Evidence of a 
thriving "marine" civilization on 
Santa Catalina Island, southern 
California's famed tourist resort, 
as early as 2000 B.C. has been re- 
ported by a UCLA anthropoliiiist. 

Dr. Clement Mcighan says that 
radioactive carbon techniques used 
to date Indian relics uncovered in 
the Little Harbor area of the 
Island have established the site as 
about 4,000 years old. 

Relics Include primitive bone 
fish "hooks", quartz spear points, 
stone hammers for tenderizing aba- 
lone, mortars and pestles for grind- 
ing plant, seeds, and shell beads. 
There were also large numbers of 
bones from dolphins, seals, and 
other forms of marine life uncov- 
ered at the site.

Milk That Ntver Wat 

' American dairymen are robbed of 
milk worth 5225 million every year 
— milk that never even reached the 
farmer's pail. The thief is mastitis, 
a diiease which drastically cuts 
down the milk output of dairy herds. 
The sickness, caused by several 
different types of germs, can be 
•pread by flies ana milkers, and 
cows have become infected just by 
lying around germ-filled barnyards. 
What little milk diseased herds do 
produce is usually watery or straw- 
colored and un- 
suitable for mar- 
keting. 

Cows suffering 
from mastitis lose 
weight, become 
feverish and show 
nil the symptoms 
of depression. 
Their uddcrsoften 
arc inflamed. 
Luckily, the germs that cause mas- 
titis are no match for powerful anti- 
biotics I ike Terramycln, which clems 
the infection in a few days. 

To keep the disease under control, 
farmers take special care to clean 
and disinfect all milk machines. 
Cows with infected udders are sep- 
arated from the herd to avoid the 
spread of germs. 

Sick cows need constant care, anil 
farmers often spend many hours of 
the clay and night applying icepacks 
to mastitis-stricken animals to pre- 
vent glands from swelling. It's hard 
work, hut it pays off in contented 
cows on the farm and brimming 
milk glasses on the table.

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- St. Patrick Shrine 
Bringing Fame to 
Missouri Town 



ST. PATTtlCK. Mo.— This unique 
Utile town In the verdant hills of 
northeast Mlaiourl has a new Tea* 
ture that draws many visitors. 

If present Interest continues, the 
new church— or Shrine of St. Pat- 
rick—will be one of the most photo- 
graphed landmarks of our country. 
Visitors ore already flocking to the 
site, although the shrine is not fully 
completed. 

It will be perhaps the only church 
in our country with a round tower, 
a sort of dream from the middle 
ages. Erected of. beautiful cut 
stone, It takes the visitor back to 
the hills and valleys of Ireland— 
the Isle of Saints with Its glorious 
past. Its stained glass windows, 
mnde in Dublin, depict some of the 
Irish Saints. The choir window, 
now In place, contains such a vari- 
ety of colors Hint It con be safely 
said there Is no other window ex- 
actly like It. 

The central figure, of course, is 
St. Patrick, who seemingly belongs 
to all nationalities, especially 
around March 17th. Surrounding 
the good Saint wc find' the Coat of 
Arms or the emblems of the four 
provinces of Ireland. The Red 
Hand of O'Neill, always raised In 
the cause of faith or freedom, Is 
on the top. At the bottom arc the 
Crowns of Munstcr, reminding of 
the kings who reigned by the Rock 
of Cashcl even before the time of 
Christ. On the right Is the Harp 
of Lclnstcr, the great musical In- 
strument of Ireland that goes back 
beyond the days of King David. On 
the left is the emblem of Connaught 
—the dagger of_ defense and the 
dove of peace. 
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Seeing Ability 
Affects Driving 

NEW YORK— Indications of the 
vital relationship of seeing abili- 
ty to highway accidents show up 
on all sides. For example, two- 
thirds of all traffic deaths occur 
at night, although one-third of the 
driving Is done then. Poor seeing 
conditions, such as rain, snow, and 
sharp turns obscured by bushes, 
■re a factor In -one-fifth of the 
fatal highway accidents. 

Comparative studies of accident- 
free drivers versus accident-re- 
peaters also reveal significant 
trends. The repeaters arc Infer- 
ior in ability to sec with both eyes- 
together at the same time, in 
depth perception, ocular muscle 
balance, and visual acuity. As 

visual acuity decreases from 
20/35 to 20/50. there is a rapid in- 
crease in accident rate. Up to 
58 per cent of the repeaters have 
tunnel visual (Inability to sec ob- 
jects on the side while looking 
straight ahead) be against, only 
about one to three per cent of the 
accident-free drivers. This is a cru- 
cial point, because some 75 per 
cent of all traffic mishaps involve 
objects on the side. 



Catastrophes Took 
Fewer Lives in -'56 

NEW YORK— Catastrophes— de- 
fined as those accidents in which 
five or more persons are killed — 
took more than 1,300 lives in the 
United States during 1956, about 
150 less than in 1855. 

The more favorable record re- 
flects a smaller death toll in major 
catastrophes— those In which 25 or 
more lives were lost. During 1058 
there were Ave such catastrophes 
which accounted for about 270 
lives; in 1055 nine catastrophes of 
this magnitude caused the loss of 
more than 600 lives. 

Not In many years has the death 
toll from outstanding natural dis- 
asters been so low. In 1055 the 
major hurricanes, floods, and tor-. 
nadocs accounted for the loss of 
more than 450 lives, compared 
with only 25 during the year just 
ended.

HEALTH TALK 

Appendicitis 

Deaths from appendicitis have 
decreased steadily in recent years, 
but the disease is still common, the 
Educational Committee of the Illi- 
nois State Medical Society observes 
in Health Talk. 

The appendix Is a small, appar- 
ently useless organ. Jutting out 
from the beginning of the large In- 
testine, it varies in. length, ranging 
from two to three inches long, 
though rare specimens up to nine 
Inches have been found. Normally 
located in the lower right forward 
part of the abdomen, it Is some- 
times displaced from its normal 
position and may be found hearer 
the .back. When that occurs, the 
appendicitis patient complains of 
a back pain instead of the usual 
distress in the abdomen. 

When the organ becomes in- 
flamed, caused by the blocking of 
the appendix by foreign matter or 
by infection, there is pain, with 
nausea or vomiting. The pain may 
be dull or sharp, the abdomen Is 
sensitive to touch, particularly over 
the appendiceal area, and the tem- 
perature rises, A white blood count 
shows a great Increase in white 
blood cells, a condition which indi- 
cates infection. 

Ignorance is responsible for many 
deaths from appendicitis. Because 
the pain and distress associated 
with the disease closely resembles 
the symptoms brought on by con- 
stipation, patients sometimes resort 
to laxatives. Laxatives increase 
peristalsis, the movement by which 
the contents of the intestine arc 
moved along. This increased pres- 
sure may extend the swelling and 
cause rupture of the appendix, 
spreading the infection to the peri- 



toneum, the lining of the abdominal 
cavity. 

This condition, called peritonitis, 
is always dangerous, even though 
drugs such as the sulfonamides, 
penicillin and streptomycin have 
materially reduced the probability 
of death. If peritonitis occurs, how- 
ever, the road to recovery is long, 
because of the rapidity with which 
the Infection spreads throughout the 
system. 

Because modern surgery has 
yielded improved technics, the op- 
eration to remove the appendix Is 
now done with great safety. In- 
deed, if it is performed early when 
the symptoms arc mild and before 
complications set In, the patient is 
frequently walking about the sec- 
ond, or third day and back at home 
within a week. 

Prevention of disease Is the im- 
portant factor In its control. While 
there is no way to prevent appendi- 
citis, serious complications can be 
averted it the physician Is called 
Immediately on the appearance of 
mild symptoms of gastrointestinal 
discomfort, soreness of the abdomen 
or pain, whether It be sharp or dull. 
It is not wise to ignore recurrent at- 
tacks, because the irritation pro- 
duced by each leaves the appendix 
more susceptible to the final "blow 
up," which may result in death. 

Some persons may live through 
life without an attack of appendi- 
citis. ■ Others may develop the con- 
dition in childhood. 

The first thing to do is call your 
physician when severe pain appears 
in the lower right quadrant of "the 
abdomen. Let him decide what the 
trouble is and what to do about it. 
Do not take laxatives or cathartics. 
Do not apply ice packs or heat to 
the painfiA area. Do not rub or 
massage the abdomen. Do not

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Savings Becoming 
Part of Average 
American Budget 

NEW YORK— With all the Inten- 
slflcd competition for the consum- 
er's spending money nnd the stead- 
ily growing take of the tax collec- 
tor. American people have been 
giving saving a little more room in 
their budgets over the past year, 
a reversal of the two preceding 
years. 

Contributing to thls'development 
has been one of the most wide- 
spread efforts to stimulate per* 
sonal thrift that the nation has 
ever seen. Seldom except in war- 
time has the need for Increased 
saving been more widely recog- 
nized than now, nor has Its prac- 
tice received a greater encourage- 
ment. An added Inducement has 
been provided by a noticeably Im- 
proved reward for thrift In the 
form of higher Interest rates, bet- 
ter dividends on savings, etc. 

As a result, preliminary indica- 
tions In figures compiled by the 
U. S. Department ot Commerce 
arc that 1050 was the first $20 bil- 
lion savings year since the World 
War II period, when a combina- 
tion of shortages, rising personal 
incomes, and patriotism brought 
the biggest personal savings the 
nation has ever seen. The indi- 
cated savings total for 1956 is 
about a fifth greater than the 
$10.0 billions of personal savings 
in 1055. The previous peak for the 
period since the end of World War 
II was $10.7 billions in 1953. The 
all-time high was $36.9 billions in 
1944. 

This development on the thrift 
front is the more significant in 
view of the need for greater sav- 
ing to meet the rising capital re- 
quirements of our expanding 
economy, and to help counteract 
the strength and persistence of 
inflationary pressures which have 
pushed the cost of living to new 
high levels. 



Predict 1957 to Be 
Top Business Year 

LOS ANGELES — Two factors 
will make 1957 a record year for 
business. 

One is the current high volume 
of business expenditure for new 
plant and equipment. The other 
is the rising trend of government 
spending. 

This is the concensus prediction 
of 19 faculty members of the UCLA 

Graduate School of Business Ad- 
ministration, each of whom drew 
on knowledge of his personal spe- 
cialty in preparing the forecast. 

As a group, the participating 
faculty members forsee ? gross ' 
national product reaching 429 bil- 
lion dollars, some 16 billion over 
the previous record established in 
1956. 

Here's what the forecasters see 
ahead for the coming year: 

1. Consumer spending will reach 
new highs due to increased in- 
comes. 

2. Industrial production will 
make new records. Automobile 
production will increase to 6.500, 
000 units, 12 per cent over 1956. 

3. Residential construction, which 
dcclfned by 200,000 units in 1956. 
will decrease another 100,000 units 
in 1957. 

4. Both wholesale and consumer 
prices will be higher in the year 
ahead. Most current price in- 
creases reflect rising production 
costs— notably wages. 



Early Cowboys Were 
'Brush Poppers' 

NORMAN, Okla. — Today the 
brush thickets of Texas arc still 
in evidence, and wild cattle still 
hide in them, but the riotous pur- 
suit of longhorns must be sought 
In the memoirs of cowhands of 
another day. 

Perhaps the best of them a*ll, 
6ays J, Frank Dable, himself a 
"brush popper" of long standing 
as well ns the recognized denn of 
Texas letters, was James H. Cook, 
author of "Fifty Years on the Old 
Frontier." 

Roping the outlaw cattle de- 
manded a technique far removed 
from that of the plain cowboys. 
The brush popper knew he would 
never catch a cow by looking for a 
soft entrance int'> the thicket; 
therefore, he hit it center, hit it 
flat, hit it on the run, and tore a 
hole In It. The brush popper had 
to be a rider good enough to trav- 
el all over his horse, or the whip- 
ping thickets would have torn him 
to. pieces. If he could not afford 
gloves, his skin paid the price. 
"It is cheaper to grow skin than 
buy it anyway," said Cook.

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Matter of Diet 
Makes Queen Bee 
Differ From Rest 

WASHINGTON — The difference 
between n queen bec and an or- 
dinary bec Is a matter of diet 

Simply by eating a special food 
—"royal jelly"— for two and a 
holf days at a critical time of life 
makes the young honey bec Into 
a queen — long-Hved. fertile, but 
with no maternal Instincts. 

The worker bees, also female, 
ore not egg layers, but they do 
the work of rearing the young. 

Bach bee begins life as a com* 
mn-ahaped egg, laid by a queen 
In the bottom of a waxen cell In 
the honeycomb. The eggs hatch 
Into grublike larvae. 

At first all grubs eat the royal 
Jelly— a sour-sweet substance re- 
sembling condensed milk. It la 
secreted by nurse bees. 

After three days on the royal 
diet, commoners of the hive arc 
switched to a honey and pollen 
formula. But the bec that happens 
to be hatched in a large, special- 
ly prepared queen cell sups on the 
royal fare for the rest of her live 
and a half-day larval life. When 
she is an adult, she is attended 
by circle of nurse bees which 
continue to feed her the Jelly as 
she goes about the hive laying 
eggs. She can lay thousands in a 
single day, with a total weight 
heavier than her own. 

In addition to supporting this 
egg production, her highness' diet 
apparently enables her to live as 
long as five years. 



Farm Problem Is 
Far From Solved 

Despite twenty billion dollars 
spent by the federal government 
in the past two decades for agri- 
cultural aid, our farm problems 
have not been solved and some of 
our current measures aimed at 
their solution are self-defeating 
and socially undesirable although 
others arc constructive and use- 
ful, says a Twentieth Century Fund 
book, "Can Wc Solve the Farm 
Problem?" 

"The agricultural legislation of 
the war years and most of that 
since has been of the 'antldepres- 
sion' type, though used principally 
ns a means of maintaining a war- 
time level of prosperity for farm- 
ers," says the author of the Twen- 
tieth Century Fund study. "The 
fear of a return to 1930 conditions 
has continued strong, but the prin- 
cipal objective of much of the 
recent legislation has been the 
maintenance of high levels of 
demand and price rather than the 
prevention of serious depression 
. . . The time seems now to have 
arrived when we must, whether 
we wish it or not, look ahead and 
try to develop a farm program 
suited to conditions that do not 
reflect either anemia of the depres- 
sion years or the robust demand 
of the HKO's.
